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MAJOR-GENERAL SCHOFIELD’s order in regard to 
heavy artillery practice and Brigadier General 
Miles’s order in regard to field duty of the troops 
during ‘September and October, excerpts from both 
of which we publish this week, are evidence that 
inertia will not prevail in the matters in question if 
there officers can help it. 





WE regret to note the recent dishonorable dis- 
charge by sentence of Courts-martial of a post 
quartermaster sergeant and a commissary sergeant 
for various neglects of duty and breaches of disci- 
pline. These are positions much sought after, and 
the road to them is somewhat long. It therefore 
behooves those who hold them to do them honor. 
If any do not, then there should be no hesitation in 
clearing the way for the aspirants who have striven 
patiently for years towards the goal of their am- 
bition. 








ENGLAND proposes, it appears, to adopt the .31 cali- 
bre (or .807) for the magazine gun she is to take in 
place of her Martini’s. The calibre of the Lebel rifle 
officially adopted by France is about the same, 8 mm. 
(.315 in.), as is also that of the French Pralon rifle, for 
which such claims are made. The Tramond-Lebel 
rifle is said to deliver bullets with a precision 
hitherto unattained and upon an almost straight 
trajectory, the mark being hit ninety-five tires out 
of the hundred. There is scarcely any recoil from 
the discharge, whilst the noise of the report cannot 
be distinguished beyond sixty-five feet at the most. 
We seem to be rapidly approaching in our capacity 
to kill the perfection of Rider Haggard’s heroine, 
“She,” who could slay an enemy by pointing her 
finger. 








Tue Kansas City Zimes, referring to the recent 
retirement of Sergeant Westphatinger, Co. K, 20th 
Infantry, pitches into the A. G. 0., alleging that 
there is no fairness in the appo‘ntment of Ordnanoe 
Sergeants from Sergeants of the line. Westphal- 
inger, says the Times, had his application in for 
nearly twenty years and was informed two years 
ago that he would soon be appointed. But he 
wasn't. Could not the Department have stretched 
a point and appomted Westphalinger during the past 
years to allow him to retire with increased rank and 
pay for his long and faithful services? Two of his 
sous are members of the regiment in which he 
served so long. The Times writer then declares that 
he knows of a number of cases where men have 
served for more than fifteen, yes, 'wenty years, as 
non-commissioned officers, and have had to stand 
aside for some younger man who happened to have 
more influence or wealth enough to enable him to 
take a trip to Washington to see some of his friends, 
and urges that if the strict letter of the law as set 
down in the Regulations is followed, there will be 
no cause for complaint. 





Emilio CASTELAR, in a recent letter on the sub- 
ject of the reorganization of the Spanish military 
system, expresses regret that in Spain military 
Matters cannot be kept out of politics. Nothing, he 
truly says, ‘‘is more necessary to human society 
than a disciplined and obedient army; nuthing 
More harmful than an indocile and arrogant one. 
Whatever may be said to the contrary, the great 
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camp, even during epochs of war and conquest, 
when so many veritable stateSmen, in order to 
secure supreme control, were {forced to have re 
course to arms. Neither Alexayder, nor Cesar, 
nor Napoleon. vor Charles V.—the greatest cap- 
tains of universal history—ever shone in polities 
and governmental affairs as brilliantly as they did 
on the field of battle. Alexander killed Greece. 
Cesarism has been handed down to us from cen- 
tury to century as one of the worst diseases that 
can afflict humanity. The political conceptions of 
Napoleon, when we look back on them irom this 
distance, appear as futile as his military concep- 
tions were grandiose. The only general of genius, 
who was also a statesman of genius, was Frederick 
the Great.” 








IN an interesting communication which appears 
in Broad Arrow, Rear-Admiral Colomb, R. N.. ably 
discusses the question cf heavy guns and side 
armor, and argues in faver of the abandonment of 
heavy ordnance in ships of the line. Admiral 
Colomb’s reasoning is based upon the assumption 
that the abandonment of side armor is a thing al- 
most unanimously agreed upon by the naval archi- 
tects of the world. With reference to this, our 
contemporary says: ‘* All first-class ships of war 
should be armed with guns sufficiently powerful to 
successfully attack the strongest land fortifications. 
The light ordnance which is sufficient for sinking a 
vessel that is not protected with side armor would 
not be powerful enough to attack a fortified naval 
arsenal. We therefore conclude that first-rate ships 
should be armed with both classes of ordnance—the 
very heavy for fighting armored ships and strong 
fortifications, and lighter guns fcr the penetraticn 
of thin side plating. It is quite true, as Admiral 
Colomb points out, that when heavy guns are car- 
ried it is impossible to find room for a large battery 
of smaller guns; but a ship of war bas for a long 
time past been a huge compromise, and it is to be 
feared that she will remain so.” 








In a paper recently read before the English Iron 
and Steel Institute, Mr. George Allan asserts that, 
broadly speaking, every fracture of steel and iron, 
which occurs in practice, is due to a tearing action 
similar to that by which a piece of paper is torn 
across, and that even in an ordinary tensile test 
piece, there is little room to doubt, that the fracture 
commences on one side of the specimen which really 
fails by tearing; and to this tearing he considers 
steel offere less resistance than does iron. The su- 
perior resistance to such stress of the latter metal 
he attributes to its fibrous stracture and consequent 
want of homogeneity. This suggests that a combi- 
nation of the two materials, iron and steel, may be 
so arranged as to—ii a very considerable manner— 
enable each to act as the complement of the other, 
combining the most valuable distinctive characteris- 
tics of iron and steel in one composite material, 
which is, however, somewhat more costly than steel. 
He describes its value for ‘such purposes as axles, 
chains, boiler plates, etc. It is formed by combin- 
ing fibrous iron ot a bigh quality with mild steel, or 
more explicitly, by embedding many strands of high 
quality iron ia mild open hearth steel, and subse- 
quently rolling down the ingots into bars, plates or 
any desired section in the ordinary way; in the 
course of which processes the iron and steel sur - 
faces make with each other an absolutely perfect 
weld. The process of oil-hardening produces equally 





good effects, he states, on ‘‘compo” metal as on steel, 
resulting io an increased tensile strength and 
greater toughness, and in the author’s opinion every 
chain would be greatly improved if subjected to this 
treatment. 


Ir does not yet appear that America is to mon- 
opolize Chinese favors, for Broad Arrow tells us 
that the German cavnon foundries and other estab- 
lishments for the supply of warlike matériel of 
every kind appear to be fast monopolizing tne 
markets of the world in this direction. Upon the 
recommendations of Generals Brialmont and Nicaise 
two German metal firms have obtained a contract 
from the Belgian Government for the guns, land- 
turrets, and armor-plates, destined for the Meuse 
fortifications. The Roumanian War Office is to be 
also tributary to Germany for a needed increase to 
the national armament of improved kinds of ord- 
nance and small arms, besides shielding for the fur- 
ther protection of defensive positions. The orders 
from Switzerland for guarding the St. Gothard 
Tunnel with a Mongin fort have also, as mentioned 
in the Broad Arrow recently, been sent to the Ger- 
man iron and steel factories; whilst the Celestial 
Empire seems likely in the future to trust to the 
Fatherland solely for the increase of the Chinese 
Navy, in consequence of the reduced figures in the 
contracts offerei by German shipbuilders. Italy 1s 
also a good customer, an extensive order for tor- 
pedo boats of large rating having been recently sent 
to the Baltic yards. 








ENGLISH methods and precedents in naval mat- 
ters, personnel, and material, being of considerable 
interest in this country while the present phase of 
naval construction is still in its experimental stage, 
the following extract from a recent letter on the 
subject of ‘‘ Engineering Administration Afloat in 
the English Naval Service,” will be of some value : 
‘* The English ship chosen for the typical comparison 
with the American methods is the Colossus, an iron- 
clad of about 10,000 tons displacement, and provided 
with engines capable of developing. 8,000 horse- 
power. This vessel has no less than 58 engines for 
all purposes, and, in addition to the motive ma- 
chinery, the engineers are responsible for the electric 
lighting, gun-carriage machinery, torpedo steam 
gear, all machinery in the ship being in their 
charge. There are attached to the Colossus when 
in eoxmmission for sea-service one chisf engineer, 
and four assistants. The chief engineer is res- 
ponsible to the captain of the ship directly. forthe 
efficiency of bis department. The senior assistant 
engineer euperintends all repairs and alterations to 
the machinery and boilers. The assistant engineer 
next in rank has charge of the electric lighting and 
hydraulic machinery, and the two remaining assist- 
ants, who, are under instruction in their profession, 
stand the two night-watches in the engine-room at 
sea. There are sixteen artificers attached to the 
engineer department who stand the etigine room 
watches and make all of the repairs. The pay of 
these artificers varies from five to seven shillings a 
day, according to length of service. It would seem 
that the time was not far distant when considerable 
modification will become necessary in the ‘present 
system of officering the engmeer portion of our 
modern war vessels ; for the fact is patent that the 
system inaugurated more than forty years ago 
should be somewhat modified if the U. 8S. Navy 
aspires to keep abreast of the progress in other 
parts of the world.”

Or Dr. Dickson, whose death was announced in 
the Jourwat of Aug. 20, a friend writes: * Dr. 
Dickson was born at Philadelphia, Pa., May 9, 1837, 
received his education in that city, and was gradu- 
ated in medicine March, 1863, at the University of 
Pennsylvania. Having previously served asa medi 
cal cadet in the Saterlee Army Hospital, he was 
commissioned assistant surgeon 93d Pennsylvania 
Volunteers within a week of the reception of his 
diploma, and premptly joined his regiment, then 
forming a part of the famous 6th Corps, Army of 
the Potomac, with which he served until mustered 
out, October, 1864. During that period he saw con- 
stant active service in the campaigns of that Army, 
including the second and third days’ battle of Get- 
tysburgh. Subsequently he was oa hospital duty 
and was recommissioned as surgeon of the 213th 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, with which he served 
until the regiment was mustered out in November, 
1865. In 1867 he accompanied United States recruits 
from New York, via Nicaragua, to the Pacific coast, 
and was appointed assistant surgeon U. S. Army 
Nov. 16, 1868. From that time forward he served at 
various posts and stations in the Departments of the 
Columbia, the Platte, the South, the East and Cali- 
fornia. By the death of Capt. Dickson the Army 
has lost an efficient and devoted officer and tho 
Medical Department an accomplished and zealous 
member, who was ever ready to uphold its dignity 
by guarding with jealous care the honor aud rights 
of bis branch of the military service. Polished in 
manners and genial in social intercourse, he bad 
won for himself the warm friendship and admira- 
tion of a large circle of friends in civil and militury 
life. Dr. Dickson was married in 1871 to Miss Luella 
Russell, daughter of the Hon. James J. Faran, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, who, with three interesting children, 
survives him.” 

Tue Prussian Major-General von Baumeister, who 
fought with great distinction in the wars of 1866 and 
1870-71, died recently at Reinerz. The Berlin Mi/i- 
taire Wochenblatt relates that m the battle around 
Chevilly-L’ Hay. on Sept. 30, 1870, Baumeister, then 
Lieut.-Colone!, was struck in the chest by a ball, 
but was saved from death by the order pour le 
mérite which he wore, and which was bent out of 
shape by the ball. The Crown Prince told Baum- 
eister to apply in Versailles for another decoration, 
which, he smiliogly remarked, was after all a very 
useful one. 


Mrs. Ex1zA Howarp PoweEss, who died at Wash- 
ington, Aug. 25,in her eighty-fifth year, was presi- 
dent of the Florence Nightingale Relief Association 
during the war, and in that capacity collected large 
sums of money aud supplies for the use of the Union 
forces, and from November, 1862, to August, 1864, 
was assoriate manager of the United States Sanitary 
Commission for New Jersey. For all this service 
rendered she received nothing, and even paid for 
her own transportation and subsistence. 


CapTAIN S1ias BENT, of St. Louis, died of heart 
disease on Shelter Island, Long Island, N. Y. Cupt. 
Bent entered the U.S. Navy as a midsbipman, July 
1, 1836, and bad risen to Lieutenant in 1849. He was 
flag officer of the squadron under Commo. Perry 
when the latter commanded the expedition to 
Japan, which resulted in the important treaty of 
1854 witb that country. He was dismissed from the 
Navy April 25, 1861. 


ALFRED INGRAHAM, who died Aug. 30 in New Or- 
leans, aged & years, of heart disease, was a brother- 
in-law of the late Gen. Geo. G. Meade, U.S. A., and 
a cousin of that Capt. Ingraham who brought off 
Martin Kozka. He lust three sons in the Confeder- 
ate army. He was a member of the first city troop 
of Philadelphia, and was the sole surviving member 
of the num who formed the escort of Gen. La- 
fayette in 1824.

ress a willingness to remain on the reservation. ajor 

lie, who fired on these Indians on the border of the reser- 

vation, took possession, and ran off about 300 head of the 
Indian horses that were grazing on the public lands near the 
reservation line. The horses were corralied at Rungely, 
Col., by Major Leslie, who informed Lieut. Burnett that he 
would hold them until certain Indians were delivered up to 
him. The cowboys are break ng these Indian herses for 
their own use. Unless something is qnickly done, these 
horses will not be recovered. I therefore request that you 
obtain authority from the War Department to allow 
Randlett, commanding Fort Ducherne, to send a detail of 
men to bring these horses on the reservation, as it would be 
dangerous for Indians to go, - as agency employees, as 
they would be roughly handled, being known to be io - 
pathy with the Ingians. These Indians, when pursued by 
Sheriff Kendal!, were compelled to abandon 2,000 sheep, be- 
sides large herds of goats, which should also be reeove 
with the horses. These Indians, when attacked in Colorado. 
were on a peaceful hunting expedition, and they believed 
that they had a right, under the treaty of 1874, and as under- 
stuod by them and the commission, to hunt upon these 
lande in Colorado. 


To this the Commissioner replied : 

You will, pursuant to statute, remove from your reserva- 
tion all persons found thereon contrary to law, and prevent 
unlawful encroachments or entries thereon for any pur- 
pose. The military will be at once ordered to co-operate 
with you and aid you in enforcing these instructions. 

An Omaha despatch says: 

Gen. Crook, upon leaving for the scene of the Ute Indian 
outbreak, said : 

* Weare going Indian hunting on our own account. I 
have been instructed by the President to return oli Colorow 
to his reservation, and that is my errand. I shall have no 
troops with me. I shall visit Colorow in person, and I have 
no doubt as t> my ability to convince him as to his home. I 
shal! hold personal consultation with him, and sball proba- 
bly grant some concessions which should have been allowed 


long ago. 

os shail proceed direct to Meeker, and from there will go 
on Lorseback to him in the mountains. Guides will conduct 
me on the latter portion of the way. My visit will be a 
brief one.” 

General Terry telegraphed to A. G. O., Aug. 29: 

Referring to Major Randlett's despatch of the 27th, I sug- 
gest that under sections 2.147, 2.149 and 2.150, Revised Stat- 
utes, Indian Agent Byrnes should be instructed t» remove 
from his reservation all persons who may iotrude upon it, 
and that the military commander at Fert ibuchesne in- 
structed to give him all the assistanse that he may require, 
It is hardly to be sup that the civil and military offi- 
cers of Colorado will forget that the State writs do not run 
beyond the boundaries of the State, but in the excitement 
of the situation this may be overlooked, and Major Randlett 
does not seem to feel at all sure that the pursuit of the In- 
dians will not continue. I think as a precaution the orders 
which I suggest should be given. 

And they were given as hereinbefore mentioned. 

Gen. Crook arrived in Meeker Aug. 31. Indian 
Agent Byrpes, of the Uintah and Ouray Sasniien, 
accompanied by Lieut. Barnett and a comoany ¢ 
colo trvops, had arrived during the day. The 
State troops will be withdrawn and the Government 
will take charge of the Utes. The militia and Sheriff 
Kendall's volunteers, who are now io the rifle pits 
at Rangely, will be ordered in, and Gen. Crook will 
establish a two company post at Rangely, with s 
cific orders to prevent the Utes comiog inte Colo- 
rado. Major Randlett telegraphps as follows:

Dawson, with his troop, Indian Agent Byrnes and head 
men of the Utes started yesterday to report to Gen. Crook 
and Gov. Adams at Hooker. The Utes are all on the reserv- 
ation.

To the Secretary of the Navy: 

I REGRET to report the death of Chaplain John D. Beug- 
less, United Stutes Navy, attached to this vessel, on 
Sunday, July 31, at 2.10 Pp. m., of apoplexy, at Nag- 
usaki, Japan. The circumstances attending his death 
are “ 1 vapoten The f-- conducted =, ed sane 
morning services and to all appearances was in ea 
during the forenoon and at the wardroom breakfast at 11 30 
A. M. He remained at the table some time after the meal was 
finished discoursing on different subjects. He then went to 
bis room for the supposed purpose of taking an afternoon 
pap. He had made no complaint to the surgeon of the ves- 

ion. The afternoon was a hot and 
thermometer in the shade on spar deck etand- 
ing 87 deg. (dry bulb.) and 77 . (wet bulb.) Atz.0P. Mia 
noise of su ing falling was rd in the chaplain’s room 
and upon the curtain being drawn immediatelv aside by 
Fieet Surgeon Beardsley the chaplain was found lying on 
the floor of bis room on his back, dressed only in undersbirt 
and drawers, unconscious and breathing heavily. The roum 
was dark and the ya very close, the circulation of 
air having been shut off by the closed curtain and raised 
slats over the air port. He was immediately lifted into bis 
bunk by the wardroom officers preseat, Surg. Beardsley. 
Capt. Mannix, P. A. Engr. Deng and Lieuts. Mason an 
West. He breathed heavily for «a few moments, became 
black in the face and at 2./0 P. mM. Surg. Beardsley pro- 
nounced him dead from apoplexy. He did not recorer con- 
sciousness at any time. He was a man of full babit and 
large size. The deceased left a document amoag bis papers 
requesting, should he die abroad, that bis remains be cre- 
mated and sent to the United States. A3 there is a cremat- 
ory at Nagusaki, I shall endeavor to bave this request com- 
lied —_. oy funeral ceremony will probably take place 
ay (Aug. 1.

EXPERIMENTS AND MANC@UVRES 
AT NEWPORT. 


Capt. Stexe, Lieut. Comdr. Snow and Lieut. [n- 
gersoll, the Examining Board for the to 0 sta- 
tion, Aug. 30 witnessed experiments wi torpe- 
does by theclass. In the first experiment two spar 
to oes were exploded, sending and buge 
columns of water into the air, but losing sevondary 
spars, openivg a sea'n in the boat, and killing many 
fisb. Two exefcise torpedoes were next exploded 
from a rowboat by electricity, breaking in pieces 
the spar to which they were attavhed and blowing 
iv into the air. A spar torpedo improvised from an 
oneer can filled with powder, fitted with fuses, and 
sealed with pitch, was then successfully exploded, to 
show how powerful a torpedo can be quickly mapu- 
factured without gun cotton. A torpedo was next 
fastened to an iron chain two inchesin diameter 
and exploded, bi eaking the chain with ease. An im- 
provieed mine filled w gunpowder instead of gun 
cotton was also fired with success. A countermine 
ot four torpedoes was sent out on a line and all four 
torpedoes exploded, two from a boat and two from 
the shore. This experiment wasto break an eve- 
my’s system of mines. The last experiment was 
that of shore defence, a mine sunk off shore being 
exploded by two batteries workiog sumultaneously 
from shore. The Board also visited the engine 
room where the electric light engine was expleined 
by ove of the members of the class. Wednesday the 
class performed experiments in explosives. An in- 
teresting series of tests to show tbe resistance of gun 
metal to shocks from gun cotton 1s in progress at 
the station. 

Tbursday afternoon the North Atlantic Squadron 
left the anchorage off Goat Island aud took up a po- 
sition off Coddington’s Point, where the landing of 
the Nava! Brigade took placein the morning at 8 
o’clock—two battalions of blue jackets, one of ma- 
rines, and a fourtt of artillery, all under the com- 
maod of Commander Wilde, o! the Dolphin, with 
Lieut. Dillingham as Adjutant General. The #bips 
are to open fire and clear the shore of the evemy, 
who ure tu retreat to the old fort crowning tbe bill, 
close to the landing.

eral Sir Fred. Roberts as authority for the state- 
ment that careful aiming and firing with carbines 
is an excellent adjunct to this discipline as it ac- 
customs the eye to the use of sights.

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Tue U. S. S. Boston left the Brooklyn Navy-yard 
September i, for the contract trial for power and 
speed, and it is gratifying to record that. in every 
essential she more than complied with the expecta- 
tions of those interested in her performance. The 
Boston left ber berth at 7.15 on Thursday morning, 
at 10.45, the open Sound having been reached, 
the trial began, and for six hours the machinery 
performed admirably. During the progress of the 
trial some of the indicator diagrams were computed 
with the result that at the best performance the ag- 
gregate power developed was no less than 4,200, or 
some 700 horses in excess of the Atlanta, a sister 
ship, and of the contract requirements. The indi- 
eator diagrams from the main engines were par- 
tially computed during the progress" of the trial, 
and a maximum of about 3,900 was developed. 
Throughout the trial the machinery performed to 
the satisfaction of those in charge of it, and at 4.45 
p. M., the full speed having been maintained for six 
consecutive hours without variation or accident, the 
trial was ended, and the ship made her way to 
Whitestone at a reduced speed, where she came to 
anchor for the night at a little after 7.30. After 
swinging ship for the purpose of testing her com- 
passes, the Boston returned to the Navy-yard 
Friday, and now lies at her former berth await- 
ing the decision of the Secretary of tho Navy 
on the report of the Advisory Board, which is be- 
ing prepared. Chief Engineer Henderson, of the 
Advisory Board, accompanied the ship, as did also 
Naval Constructor J. B. Hoover, Passed Asst. Engr. 
’. R. Roelker, Mr. John Walton, representing the 
Roach assignees, and the venerable Mr. Sickles, 
whose reversing gear and steering engines are em- 
ployed on this vessel. The failure of the Boston to 
achieve a speed greater than some 14 knots, or a 
little more, emphasizes what has already appeared 
in the JoURNAL as to the necessity of frequent in- 
spection and cleaning of the immersed portion of 
our new steel cruisers, The Boston has been in the 
water about a year since her last docking, and con- 
siderable marine growth would undoubtedly be 
found below the water line, which should have been 
removed previous to going on this trial which other- 
wise has proved so satisfactory, With the power 
shown by the engines of this vessel, it is safe to say 
that aspeed of very close on to seventeen knots 
would have been obtained had the bottom been in 
proper condition. During the progress of the Bos- 
ton from the Navy-yard through Hell Gate, it was 
found that she is handled as readily as a yacht, and 
no difficulty was experienced at any time during 
the trial or before it in manipulating the ship as 
eadily as though an old hand at cruising instead of 
being onthe maiden cruise. The country is to be 
congratulated on the possession of one more eflicient 
ship. 





TeLeGrams from Europe of August 24 informs us 
that **two of the men wounded at Ostend July 23, 
in the affray between Belgian and English fisher- 
men, have since died. A number of the Belgian 
fishermen to-day seized two English boats and re- 
fused to give them up. They were fired on by the 
police and four of them wounded, one fatally,” 
This internationally insignificant incident sug- 
gests an occurrence of the Middle Ages which began 
not very far from the same place, in a strikingly 
similar way ; and which, as it wae followed by far 
more deadly and appalling consequences than this 
one, in the modern changes of national morality, 
can by any possibility give rise to, is well worth re- 
calling to the memory.

No better illustration could be given than by this 
veracious point of medisval history, of the immense 
change for the better in public opinion and national 
morals which six hundred years have wrought, and 
how vast the strides which have been taken through 
the influence of Christianity, aided by the diffusive 
power of the press, in the interests of peace and 
good will towards mon. 





IN another column a correspondent, whose long 
connection with the Army as an officer entitles him 
to attention, presents very forcibly the argument 
against Sunday inspections. We commend what he 
says to the thoughtful consideration of every officer. 
Custom does not make right, and it is well worth 
while to consider whether Army custom in this re- 
gard does not require revision. We are quite willing 
to present an equally forcible appeal in behalf of 
the continuance of the present rale, but thus far we 
have not seen one. It is a subject on which we 
hesitate to pronounce final judgment, for the reason 
that it is so largely one of practical experience. The 
strictly religious argument in favor of the enforce- 
ment of Sunday observance loses something of its 
force by reason of the want of agreement among 
those who recognize it. The seventh day, from 
which we derive our Sunday, as originally estab- 
lished in Palestine was wholly unlike anything 
we recognize as authority now, and the strict 
ideas controlling it draw upon Him who walked 
through the cornfield with his disciples upon the 
Sabbath the rebuke of the Synagogue. The First 
day which succeeds it is observed in one way by the 
people of one Christian country and in another way 
by those ot another; and itis not for a military 
journal to decide between them. This much we see 
clearly, that a seventh day of rest in some form 
from the work day, thoughts and occupation 1s for 
the health of mind and body. The Army and Navy 
are entitled to it, equally with others, and they 
should not be deprived of it any further than im- 
perative necessity requires.

ANOTHER important Army longevity case is on its 
way tothe U.S. Supreme Court—that of Captain 
William Mitchell, U.S. A., retired. The general 
question involved is that of the right of an officer 
to arrears of longevity payon account of his en- 
listed service. This question has been agitating the 
minds of many Army officers ever since the courts 
decided in the Morton and Watson cases that service 
as a cadet at West Point counted as service in the 
Army for purposes of longevity pay, but it had never 
been clearly and properly laid before the right 
officials until last week, when two well prepared 
briefs, in printed form, were filed with Second 
Comptroller Butler, in whose office Capt. Mitchell’s 
claim is pending on report (adversely) from the 
Sevond Auditor. Those briefs were presented by Mr. 
Joseph W. Stryker, the claimant's attorney. The 
Comptroller has promised to take up the case at an 
early date, although, on account of the large 
anount of money involved, it is hardly anticipated 
that he will take the responsibility of ullowing the 
claim. The claim is made under statutes that fig- 
ured in the case of Morton, and it is maiutaineu that 
the only difference between the two cases is that 
one dem.iuded credit for his cadet service, and the 
other is demanding credit for enlisted service. The 
attorneys in the case say:

Tue San Suiere Report thinks that the Hon. 
William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) has fallen a victim to 
the “brutal aristovracy” of England.

He sent bome for his daughter, a pretty and 
very interesting girl, a seminary graduate and well- 
bred. By the time she appeared on the scene, how- 
ever, British aristocracy had about finished with Bill, 
and his prestige as a social favorite was fast fading 
away. In return for the courtesies that had been 
shown him, he arranged a garden party, and issued 
hundreds of invitations to the aristocrats. Only 20 
or 80 invitations ehcited responses, and instead of 
appreciating the disposition of the Hon. William F. 
Cody to discharge his social obligations, the British 
aristocracy openly resented what they were pleased 
to term that “Wild West” fellow’s impudence. 
Society goes to the country and leaves him behind, 
aud no one invites him toa week of shooting or a 
ride with the hounds.

THE sale of condemned material at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard;this week has been the subject of much 
criticism in the Brooklyn papers. We receive 
informatiou, not only from New York mercantile 
houses of high standing, but from naval officers, 
which would indicate that it was not so conducted 
in all respects as to protect the interests of the 
Government. Every means should have been taken 
to secure the largest possible attendance of buyers 
and give them the most complete facilities for ascer- 
taining what they wanted and for bidding against 
others for its possession. It would appear that this 
was not done; catalogues were difficult to obtain, 
and some curious ideas of arrangement controlling 
the division of the property into lots. One well- 
known dealer in military material was, for example, 
compelled to buy a lot of old junk that he did not 
want because it was lumped ip with a lot of pistols 
which he dul want. 








In deciding that the paymaster on board the 
Alarm,is not entitled to aclerk, the Fourth Auditor 
simply carried out the provision of law contained iu 
sec. 1,387, R. S., which provides that *“‘ no paymaster 
shall be allowed a clerk in a vessel having the som- 
plement of 175 persons or less, excepting in supply 
steamers and store vessels."" The complement of a 
vessel is fixed by un order from the Secretary of the 
Navy, which is based upon the dimensions of the 
vessel. In the case of the Alarm, the complement is 
fixed by the order of the Secretary of the Navy at 
less than 175, and, consequently, no discretion was 
left the Auditor in refusing to pass the vouchers for 
the clerk's salary. It will be necessary for the Sec- 
retary to change the complement of the Alarm be- 
fore Paymaster Heath's clerk can be restored to him.

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SUNDAY DIDOS: 
AN APPEAL FOR THE OPPRESSED. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue discussion of the Sunday laws has crept even 
into military circles, and we may find atext point- 
ing the moral im a couple of paragrapbs in the 
Army Regulations. 


1822. Captains will inspect their companies every Sunday 
morving. No soldier will be excused from Sunday inspec- 
tion except the guard, the sick, and the necessary atteud- 
ants in the hospital. 

1323. Medical officers having charge of hospitals will make 
a thorough inspection of them every Sunday morning. 


There may be some occult necessity for prescrib- 
ing from Wasbivgton definite times for inspections 
rather than drills; but can it be impossible for the 
wilitary to do all their routine work in six days and 
rest the seventh? It is evident Sunday is quite a day 
of “Attention Company” inthe Army. And most 
military men being familiar with the practice since 
childhood, probably never questioned its propriety 
and are content. “Cleanliness is next to Godliness’’ 
1s accepted as a text that ought to bein the Bible, 
though itis not. And wnuybe the imposition of un- 
goldierly labor upon the troops during the week 
leads to robbing them of the Sunday rest, which a 
bumane man allows even to his beast. 

The majority of officers hold few things more im- 
portant to the establishment and maintenance of 
military discipline than weekly inspections. Noth- 
ing witbin the exercise of the captain’s authority 
should escape attention then. He should examine 
each man critically, the main buildings and out- 
houses, the stair-ways, store-rooms, dormitories, 
closets, latrines, attics, cellars, kitchens, mess-rooms, 
utensils, furniture, floors. bedding, knapsacks, lock- 
ers, wash-room, bath-room, horses, arms, ammuni- 
tion, accoutrements, implements, equipage, cloth- 
ing rnd equipments. This is the Captain's day par 
excellence. It is his one opportunity in seven days 
to straighten out everything. less than this is care- 
lessnese, and leads to dirtiness and bad discipline. 
“Six days shalt thou labor and do all thy work” isa 
genervl order. is this not labor inposed upon 
bearded men which should be done on the six other 
days, and can be as well or better done on any ove 
ofthem? Evenif all this is done for the sanitar 
and moral welfare of the men as well @s tbeir mili- 
tary discipline and instruction, is no day but Sun- 
day fit for it? 

But this Sunday morning inspection is defended 
as similar to the o— preparation for church- 
going. Does it sound like the cheery whoop and 
haste of children preparing forchurch? The im- 
portance of the domestic parade is to have two or 
ibree gather together in the name of Him whose 
right it is to reign; the importance or the military 
inspection is to establish and correct iron discipline 
and make soldierly life and bearing and habits enter 
thesoul. Thereis no sien of Christian thougbt in 
this. The contrast of motives is perfect. And in 
such questions motive is everything. To perform 
this military function on — | other day may be con- 
trary totradition and interfere with the lime-wash- 
ing, carpentering, landscape and vegetable garden- 
ing, and other work the post commander is 
principally interested in; but the record of thous- 
ands of British soldiers in India is conclusive that 
the weekly inspection 1s more beneficial on any 
other day than Sunday; and experience among those 
free to try it bas proved this in America too. Do 
our Sunday inspected soldiers file into church in 
crowds or show superiority in anything from health 
to tuctics? We challenge comparison between the 
Marines and Artillery now in Washington, who are 
now trying the two svstems. Some bonest compari- 
son becoming absolutely necessay. Sunday, alas, is 
the only day the captain in the Army is assured of 
getting his hands on bis men for the highest mili- 
tary furbishing; away from the adverse control of 
the quartermaster, the commissary, the adjutant, 
the hospital, the bakebouse, the stable, and all the 
multifarious calls that are not soldiering in name 
but take so much of the soldier’s time and life. But 
are these unmilitary occupations more sinful on Sup- 
day than the military occupatioos we have adopted 
as our life work? Are we driven to say it seems wise 
or well tosin? Why not rather liberate the soldier 
one weekdayin six from all these unmilitary demands 
and let him feel for one day every inch a soldieranda 
man on Sunday. The Army is very conservative; 
and its ideas seems to be, that whatever is, is right; 
and what the old fellows went through, bas done well 
enough, and the young ones must endure the same. 
it was well satisfied with itself when things were 
much worse thannow. Sunday witbout military oc- 
cupations for every body will not necessarily be given 
over to drunkenness or worse, This has been un- 

uegtionably established by actual experience. But 
if at exceptional places some men do become de- 
moralized, the martinet may resume Sunday morn- 
ing inspection and afternoon dress parades to 
straighten out or catch his drunkards; the sober- 
minded not being injured, as they do not get drunk 
from mere disgust at the imposition. It is doubted 
whether the penitentiaries demand as much of our 
convicts as he of his soldiers when attending such Sun- 
day performances. Probably most of the commands 
which have a dress-parade only once or twice a 
week bitberto, had one bubitually on Sunday. There 
isa strong Sabbath movewent overspreading the 
Jand ; and itis not surprising the Army would like 
ove day of rest, which other Americans are given. 
As the power of complete relief lies with a single 
man it may look us if nothing bas been accom- 
plished. But some persons have been awakened to 
the error in which tbey unconsciously stand, and 
some things are now voluntarily discontinued which 
used to be as common as fire-crackers on a 4th of 
July. Many officers now see that Sunday inspec- 
tions —_ > very good for boys at the Acadum 
without being universally essential for mankind. 
The abolition agitation drove some to hold slavery 
as a divine institution. Sunday pageantry and in- 
spections may yet find some warm advocates as 
well, but only among those who have endured its

1 wish the regulars to be made to recognize them- 
selves always as American citizens. And what pub- 
lic opinion absolutely forbids the 7th New York or 
5th ryland doing, in common decency the Ameri- 
can regulars must abstain from. There is evidently 
much more excuse for the mi)itia to resort to Sun- 
day for their assemblies than for the regulars, yet 
they abstain. Cannot the regulars allow Sunday 
pageantry to fall into “invocuous desuetude?” 

Gen. Upton publisbed in 1878 (which is long enough 
ago to ripen and bear fruit vy now), in his Armies 
of Asia and Europe, page 68, that ‘‘the only duty re- 
quired of soldiers in {ndia is attendance at divine 
service. There are no Sunday-morniog inspections 
or drills. Notwithstanding the loss of time, it is 
maintained that discipline is not impaired, but on 
the contrary is improved, through the increased 
cheerfulness of the men,”” This and other such tes- 
timovy is convincing that in this, as inso many other 
instances, what is morally right can be done without 
injury, aye even with improvement to discipline, 
despite the croakers. There never was a time when 
more offivers desired a change in these matters than 
now. 

Any relief from Sunday performances will be 
specially comfortable to the exlisted men of the 
marching regiments. It has long been delayed. 
And despite its evident fairpess, it may not win the 
sympathy it should to-day. it comes asacry for 
the benefit of the weak; and time and all the heav- 
enly powers are enlisted in its behalf. So ultimate 
failure is not feared. Even after all rbyme or rea- 
son for such pompous performances have 
away, time may be required to uproot a custom im- 
bedded in the continuing habit of a little century 
or more of national life. The effort to make little 
of this evil is evident, and it may not be as wide as 
a barn door nor as deep as a well, but it will not do. 
Even talk of Calvin playing cardsand Luther fid- 
dling on the common, will not settle officially the 
character of our American Sunday. Whetber or no 
this is a Christian question and country, still, is not 
the soldier entitled to all ordinary Sunday prvi- 
leges? As now arranged a soldier's Sunday, likea 
soldier’s supper, is one of the meanest things known 
on earth. Since the free issue and even the free 
sale of rum is stopped at military its (except to 
officers Rng * Life’s but a span.and the soldier a 
man.” Then let the soldier have Sunday free, as his 
free whiskey is gone. A soldier's Sunday is now but 
a day of fag and nag, without fair f om or full 
occupation. And recourse to such annoyances 
which break into the natural and proper rest of the 
men, should never be necessary, when proper self- 
respect is preserved. 

A NAVY RESERVE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

Tae subject of our Naval reserves which must 
be intimately connected with any question of au- 
tumn manoeuvres, in which our water forces parti- 
cipate has for some time engaged the attention of 
Naval men. And our Naval authorities are now oo- 
cupied in formulating a scheme of this nature 
adapted to our pecuhar circumstances and needs. 1 
think volunteers must be our chief reliauce in the 
future as they have been in the past, and that we 
ought to develop some comprehensive system, so 
that such an organization may be iu practical shape 
for augmenting both our land and sea forces when 
needed. Volunteer naval organizations at tbe dif- 
ferent ports should be encouraged, and retired 
Naval officers and those who bave resigned from the 
Service, as well as all others who bave passed a Naval 
training, however brief, should be induced to join 
them. Thus interest would be excited in these or- 
ganizations and 10 the craft which would be avail- 
able for their use, and generally, in the work of pro- 
tecting the barbors, which they would have to per- 
form in war. In some such manner, at no great ex- 
pense, asystem could be established which would 
scarcely fail to be of the greatest benefit. whenever 
we are involved in war. On the declaration of war 
all the navy we cau raise will be required afloat on 
the open sea and volunteers would have to be relied 
on to man all the moveable defences of our harbors. 
Our present small Navy could spare neither officers 
nor men for such purpose. 

Our maritime frontiers must be provided with 
both fixed and moveable defences and, above all, 
with men who understand how to use them and who 
are accustomed to work in unison. Why should we 
not have now, an organized body of Naval vol- 
unteers charged with the defence of our harbors 
and drilled im the work ? 

The solution of the preblem appears to lie in the 
creation of a permanent volunteer coast defence 
corps, combinivg artillery, submarine mines, tor- 

oand gunboats, and electric liguts. Every har- 

r sbould have properly qualified officers, respon- 
sible for every srrangement in their respective 
districts. At present, nobody being responsible, 
nobody seems to care. We want, first, the material 
with which to work; then organization is most 
necessary, and, finally, the needful experience or 
training. Efficient protection of our seaports must 
depend upon intelligent co operation on the part of 
the land and sea forces. Our coast should bedivided 
into different districts and the responsibility for 
each separate section put upon indi vidual shoulders. 
Under good organization aud wise control, such 
corps, if adequately aided, would s ily develop 
to the extent necessary for properly carrying out 
the necessary plan. 

Our naval reserve will naturally come chiefly from 
those who dwell upon tbe sea and its tributaries: 
ovr tishermen, rivermen, lakemen, and coasters. 
All these should be enrolled, their residence and 
employment known, and they shoul be connected 
in some permanent way, however slight, with a 
regular reserve organizatiou. Sufficient induce- 
ment sbould be held out, and it would require 
very little, to make them offer themselves at con- 
venient localities and seasous for certain short 
periocs of training. 

The most intimate and cordial relations should 
exist between our land and sea forces, for their in- 
terests are most closely intertwined, and, nst a 
foreign foe, one can effect little without the otber. 
V'bey must work together. And to learn how to do 
this, the force in any given locality should, each 
year, be brought togetber for autumn manceuvres, 
and practi at the defence of some vital

Svucu as are inclined to be charitably disposed to 
one who recogoizes, and thereupon ackuowled zes,an 
error, will appreciate how inexpressibly painful it 
must be to the undersigned to reopen a mutter 
which, bad it not been for his own too hasty letter 
of Aug. 18 (JouRNAL), bad lain at rest, vor probably 
ever — have come before the public.

‘This article, 
purporting to refer to the New York World of the 
sawe date, explicitly states that the sensatioval re- 
ports alluded to were either indignantly denounced 
or by arg regarded as cruel by the officers at 
West Point. It as clearly intimates and states that 
bo little of the information reported pad come from 
some of the cadets. This will be apparent to any 
one upon perusal. It was the only article that came 
to my notice for some time, and seemed to stand 
unquestioned. Suffering thus from the impression 
that this undue publicit@ bad come from some few 
within the house of friends, I wrote as [ did in hasty 
bitterness. 1 never believed that the “Corps” asa 
whole could have been sponsor to the dissemination 
of such gossip, and, in the mood in which 1 wrote, 
felt that [ was but voicing what of course would 
have been its own sentiments had the sources of 
publicity been as alleged. k 

From reliable information furnished by friends 
both to myself and to the Corps of Cadets, from a 
later comparison of the Globe article wih that of 
the Wor from which it absolutely differs, acd 
from the assurances of those in a position to know 
the facts by personal investigation aud knowledge, 
Tam now convinced that the newspaper report re- 
ferred to was as unjust to the Corps of Cadets as its 
entrance into private affairs was cruel. While, 
therefore, I regret that the letter, which even had it 
continued to rest upon established fucts, was only 
intended to refer to unworthy parties, should bave 
been misunderstood to arraign the entire Corps, I 
still more deeply regret tbat under avy circumstan- 
ces at all it should ever have been written. Ia view, 
therefore, of their exoneration, and iv genuine and 
unprompted sincerity, | offer an apology to the cadets 
individually—since my letter impliedthatI had beeu 
led to distrust some of them. I had far rather have 
made even this bitter mistake, which I now so deeply 
regret, thao that their vindication were not perfect. 
In closing I can only plead that slander sometimes 
blinds one so that even kith and kin, traduced, svem 
enemies; and if, not being so, they suffer doubt 
awnile, they may well be forgiving in the day of 
their justification.

But whilst the military service of his later 
days did not fulfil the bright promise of his youth— 
bis record in Mexico, yet ar an officer of the line and 
staff, ever capable, he was diligent and faithful; and 
in the‘latter capacity of rare excellence. Warm- 
hearted, generous and genial, be won a host of 
friends, and Californians of ‘the days of old, the 
days of gold ’’—of ante-bellum, if not post-bellum 
days, will long remember his bright sallies of wit, 
his os repartee, his inexbaustible furd of 
bumor, and his m , eccentric freaks and pranks, 
that oftumes made the fun w fast and furious. 

is readiness of wit, his brigbtners and felicity of 
€xpression—catching folly as it flles—was wonder- 
ful; and many a time John Pbeenix paled his ivotel- 
lectual fires in his presence, and stole the bright 
flashes of wit almost from bis very lips. Many a joy- 
ous table he set upon a roar; many a merry crowd 
he excited by his genial humor to the highest pitch 
of wirth, laughter and enjoyment. A facile peucil, as 
well as the penof a ener writer, at times added 
force and point to the expression of his humor, but 
only on rare ovcasions would he resort to their use 
to point a moral or to adornatale of witor fun. 
His early association with California, left a marked 
impress on his character, deepened and broadened 
by longer and later sojourn in the Golden Land, and 
to the end of his days he was a genuine type of 
the real Californian of the olden time.
